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TAncoln, Neb... November 2.—Tne 
greatest demonstration in the history of 
Lincoln was given.to Mr. Bryan by his 
fellow townsmen tonight, on his return 
his home city at the close of his 
‘ha mpaign. Non-partisan in character, 
't was participated in by democrats and 
republicans alike, and the democratic ! 
candidate was driven through streets 
cheered ty almost the entire population 
of the city. 

Reception Tendered as Citizen. 

The reception was tendered him as 4 
citizen of Lincoln, rather than as a 
candidate. and in the speech he avoided 
al! reference to partisan issues. [In the 
parade, which followed his automobile 
from the union station, however, many 
poltical transparencies were carried, 

Mr. Bryan reached his home city at 
8:30 o'clock tonight on his special 
train, coming direct from Kansas, 
where he hed spent the day in a final 
whirl of speech-making. His.train was 
met atethe union station by a tremen- 
’ gous crowd, and as the score of -car- 
riages, automobiles, forming his imme- 
diate escort, started across the viaduet 
from the railroad station, the great 
parade fe!l in line behind him. The pa- 
rade moved through the main street of 
the city t#rough solid masses of cheer- 
ing humanity. and after. circling 
through the city, returned to the Hotel 
Lincoln, where Mr. Bryan spoke, over- 
looking the public square. A_ great 
shout rose from the multitude filling 
the square as he appeared. 

Bryan Moved to Tears, 

He was introduced by Frederick C. 
Sheppard, president of the Bryan Club, 
and spoke for half an hour. 

Mr. Bryan's speech was greeted with 
vociferous cheers. The candidate was 
moved to tears as he made an affec- 
tionate reference to his wife, and when 
he closed, the demonstratign accorded 
him was such as he rarely had ex- 
perienced in his three campaigns. 

‘I believe I am going to be elected,” 
he said. “Moré than that I believe it 
is going to be more than a bare vic- 
tory. I believe that there is a stirring 
of the conscience of the American peo- 
pie, a moral awakening, an uprising 
that means a sweeping victory, and 
will swear, in your presence, that no 
one who votes for me will ever have 
oecasion to be ashamed of the vote he 
casts.” 

-“ Speech of Mr. Bryan. 

The speech of Mr. Bryan follows: 

“TI shail not make a political speech 
tonight among my neighbors. As tine 
recipient of such @ generous weicome, I 
shall speak to you as 4 man to those 
who live beside him. There are Many 
unpleasant features in public life, but 
its rewards far outweigh its unpleas- 
ant part, and nothing has occurred in 
my life thet I appreciate more than 
the cordial reception that you have 
given me in my home city at the close” 

To have lhved 
among you with the publicity that at- 
taches to the presidential campaign, 
amd then to have this evidence of your 
g00d will, makes this night memorable 
in my ie. ' 

“While it has sometimes been hu- 
miiating to have {it thoown up to me in 
other parts of the country that my city 
has never given me a majority (Voices:

Early News From New York,’ 


The polls in New York city will 
open at 6 o’clock tomorrow morning and 
closé at 5 p. m. The same fguie holds 
true throughout practically every part 
of the state, and the indications are 
that the New York state vote will be the 
first to be flashed over the wires to- 
morrow night as giving an imdication 
of ‘how the election is to go. This, at 
least, wiil be true of the counties and 
cities outside of Greater New York. 
Voting machines are extenstvely used 
up the estate, and the results will be 
known almost as soon as the polls 
close. 

It was said that four years ago, Erie 
county, in which Buffalo is located, first 
told President Roosevelt of his ap- 
proaching victory. The returns from 
Erie thie year will be watched with the 
keenest interest, both as to bearing on 
the national and New York state re- 
sults. The count of the vote in New 
York city, Brooklyn and surroundings 
boroughs is likely to be slow and long 
delayed. , 

The end of the campaign tonight 
found Mr. Taft and Mr. @ryan atill on 
the go, and if apathy should be appar- 
ent in the volume of the vote through- 
owt the country tomorrow, it will be no 
fault theifs. They ‘have both travel- 
ed ma thousands of miles, and: have 
spoken in more than @ score of states.

Toledo, Ohio, November 2.—*If or- 
ganized labor on tomorrow stands firm- 
ly and loyally by its leadership its bat- 
tle is won and from this time forward 
it will be a potent factor for good in 
American politics. If it sSeatters and 
friiters away the power which it might 
exert at the ballot box, it can expect 
to receive no consideration at the hands 
of either of the great political par- 
ties.” Ms 

With this-admonition to workingmen 
who constituted a large part of the big 
audience tiat crowded into Memoria] 
Bhall here tonight, John W. Kern 
brought to a close his labors for the 
success of the democrafic national tick- 
et. His itinerary today took him from 
Toledo, where he arrived at an early 
hour after an all-night ride from In- 
dianapolis, through Continental, Pawld- 
ing, Mount Pelier, Bryan and Defiance. 

At Bryan, Mr. Kern talked to an au- 
dience composed largely of farmers 
upon the alleged evils of republican 
rule, 

His audience at Defiance tonight 
packed the big hai! to overflowing. and 
a second meeting was held in. an 4n- 
mex. 

¥The vitality of organized tabor,.” Mr. 
Kern said, “‘will be severely .tested in 
tomorrow's élection. Its power for 
good or evil in the future depends large- 
ly upon the willingness of its member- 
ship to stand together.’ 

After reviewing the mission of labor's 
leaders at the democratic convention 
at Denver, Mr. Kern said in part:

Mitchell as one of the deserters, but 
the gallant Mitchell promptly nailed 
this slanderous declaration of the re- 
publican candidates, and on yesterday 
assured Gompers of his eternal fidelity 
to their cause. : 

“For years Bryan has been regarded 
as the champion of the rights of the 
tolling masses. He has suffered much 
because for his devotion to-their cause. 
During this period Judge Taft has been 
regarded as the ‘father of injunctions,’ 
and as the champion of the principle 
inimical to the interests of tabor: We 
confidehtly expect that the laboring men 
of this country will be true to their 
cause and stand together for the cin- 
dication of the principles for which they 
have so long contended, The tssues of 
tomorrow’s battle rests with them. Tiiey 
must take the ftesponsibility for de- 
feat or, if they will but rally about 
Brvan’s standard, entfele themselves 
to the honor of the victory.”

Well-Dressed, Unknown Man 
Had Been Dead Many Hours

While no autopsy has been made to

At-the Methodist ministers’ meeting 
a resolution was presented by Rev. H.

After reciting that “objectionable 
houses line the Washington street via- 
duct” and that a movement has been in- 
augurated looking to “their removal! 
from this important thoroughfare,’ 
this resolution, which was adopted. 
follows: 

“Resolved, That we, the Methodist 
preachers of Atlanta, assure those mov. 
ing in the matter of our hearty sympa. 
thy with them in their undertaking and 
we pledge our continued cooperation 
with them in this reform by arousing 
public sentiment against the counte- 
nancing of this evil, at this. or, in- 
deed, at any other place in our city.”’ 
During the session of the Evangelic2] 
Ministerial Association, following later 
the question was brought up, the dis. 
cussion resulting in the adoption of the 
following resolution: 

“We, the Evangelical Ministeria] As-

We can hardly gee how, either 
in logic or morals, {t can be any justice to the 
police board ‘‘to publish’’ that the school 
board has not had, in the judgment of Dr. 
White, the proper leaning. Some men, how- 
ever, have a mania to publish and to be pub- 
lished and self-restraint in that line ought not 
to be too harshly Ingisted ‘upon. 

Apart from that, however, the statements 
of Dr. White are untrue. The board of edu- 
cation did not, in Werds or in spirit, say “we 
pray thee have us cused,’’ and the state- 
ment that we did is a misstatement, not the 
more to be excused, because of the biblical 
language in which it is expressed.

The 
president was absent from the city when the 
committee was appointed, but upon his re- 
turn, as chairman of the committee, went 
before the police board and urged them to 

the viaduct.

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LIVERY STABLE 


Jones Livery Stable and Kite 
Machine Shop Catch 
Fire. 


Flames that damaged the stable of 
W. O. Jones at 35-A South Forsyth 
street. and tne machine shop of J. C. 
Kite, at 35 South Forsyth, broke out 
last night at 9 o’clock. The loss will 
approximate $9,000. sajad to be covered 
by insurance. W. O. Jones, owner of 
the stable, was overcome by smoke in 
an attempt to save his horses, and was 
carried to the outside by a policeman. 
Three horse were seriouly aurt by the 
flames. 

The origin of the fire is unknOwn, a!- 
though Chief Cummings stated it was 
his belief that it eatarted in a closet at 
tne rear of the business office. Pa- 
trolman James F. McGill turned in 
the alarm and a citizen rushed into the 
stable office and notified Jones and his 
clerk. Z. Schane, who were working 
over the firm's books. They immediate- 
ly went back to save the aorses, and 
it was at this stage that Jones was 
overcome by smoke, being carried to the 
front by Patrolman W. H. Andrews. 

In the meantime Officer McGill had 
opened up the rear entrance and the 
horsessome twenty in number—were 
sent running out into tue streets. About 
six were left inside. close to the flames, 
and four of these were seriously burned. 

The damage to the Kite shop was 
slight. In the stable, however, the 
flames destroyed seven carriages and 
damaged a part of tae interior. 

Mr. Jones lost one of the finest car- 
rlages in town, the property of hig wife. 
besides the others. His damage was 
covered by insurance, and it is thought 
he will at once replaee the loss.

Thelr 
legitimate campaign fund has, perhaps, been little more than that of the dem- 
ocrats: what they will spend in the effort to purchase votes, and the source 
of it, will get publicity only through the vigilance of their opponents.

WELCOME BY CRESCENT CITY 


Mr. Barrett Has Just Returned From 
New Orleans and Describes the 
Plans for Raising Price of 
Cotton at Compress on 
November 11, 


“It will be the greatest and most de- 
termined gathering of farmers and the 
friends of farmers in the ‘history of the 
south, and I have every hope of its 
gaining the object of its assembling.”’ 

Tt was with such enthusiasm that 
Charles S. Barrett, national president 
of the Farmers’ Union, who has .just 
retumned from New Orleans, expressed 
himself with reference to the industrial 
and agricultural congress to be held 
under the auspices of the Farmers’ 
Union, tn that city on November !!, for 
the purpose of advancing the price of 
cotton. 

Accompanied by other officials of the 
union, President Barrett visited New 
Orleans to arrange preliminaries for 
the meeting and to confer with the 
authorities and prominent business men 
of the city. 

“T met in New Orleans,” said Presi- 
dent Barrett, “many of the high offi- 
Cilalgs of the union from every section 
of the cotton belt. It is putting it 
mildly to say I was astounded by the 
reports they brought as to the interest 
taken in the approaching conference 
by large and smal! planters, and 
business interests of every section of 
the south. 

A Thousand Delegates. 


“Tl belleved when [ tfssued the Initial 
call that commercial and industrial con- 
ditions in the south were such that our 
people were only walting the word to 
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respond In mumbers and enthusiasm. 
But IT was not prepared for the revela- 
tions which I encountered in New Or- 
leans,

deal, made the annOuncement in Mr. 
Butler’s presence. 

“The Willtams house is a compara- 
tively new structure. It was completed 
only about six vears “go. As is gen- 
erally known in the building and ar- 
chitectural world, this magnificent resi- 
dence was designed by McKim, Meade 
& White, of New York city, architects 
of world-wide fame. In faet, the bella. 
ing was one of the last tmportant 
works of Stanford White, the great ar- 
chitect, who was murdered by Harry 
K. Thaw. 

“Mr. White personally directed the 
work on the building and gave it his 
constant personal attention. Naturally, 
there are no defects, artistic or other- 
wise, in the structure. In fact, that 
was exactly what Mr. White intended 
to accomplish, for, while the buf!iding 
was in process of erection, he frequent. 
lv became enthuslastic on the results 
of his work and often remarked that 
he was going to erect a duilding which 
would be a monument to his abliityv 
and a monument of such character that 
he could be proud of it throughout his 
life. Mr. White lived long enough to re. 


 alize that this dream of his had come 


true, and many were the encomtuums 
he received upon the results of the 
efforts put forth by him tn the creation 
of the beautiful Williams house. 

‘Tt should be stated [{n this connec. 
tion that no architect ever worked un- 
der happler conditions. Money was no 
object in the construction of the bulia- 
ing. <All that was desired was that it 
should be a building as flawless in 
every detail of construction, architec- 
ture. art and science as could be pro- 
duced. And Mr. White turned out an 
architectural jewel. 

“The cost of the structure complete 
approached one million dollars, anda 
money never was spent more jfudictous- 
iy than tn the erection of this home. 
There was no waste, thcre was no ex- 
travagance. There was richness: yes, 
for that was ail part of Stanford 
White's scheme, but it was ali of the 
richness such as the most cultivated 
taste could dictate. 

“Ag an instance of 
tails manifested in the erection of the 
buliding, it is recalled that the foun- 
tains which adorn the -place were 
chosen by Mrs. Williams after a long 
search of Europe for something which 
she thought would be just right. 
discovered what she wanted in 
ir an ancient Italian palace, and 
White reproduced the fountains from 
photographs, drawings and architectu- 
ral sketches made in Europe and 
brought to this. country. Mr. White 
himself was paerticulariv enthusiastic 
over the fountatns. 

“The same care was exercised with 
reference to everything else that went 
into the house. and the final result 18 
one of the most imposing residences of 
Puffalo. The exterilor of the building, 
like a beautiful! picture, baffles descrip- 
tlon through the medium of cold type 
and must be seen to be apprecfated. 

“The lot upon which the bullaing 
stands has a frontage on Delaware 
avenue of about 200 feet and depth 
along North street of, 176 1|-4 feet. A 
stable which conforms in every way to 
the high standard of the house is In 
the rear of the building and almost 
wholly concealed from the stteet. This 
stable is an immense structure and 
will afford Mr. Butler al! the room ne 
needs for his large private automabile 
garage and his horses and carriages. 

“Mr. Butler’s present beautiful hoine 
at 532 Delaware avenue was given as 
part payment in exchange for the Will- 
jams house. 

“The consideration. of the sale of the 
Willlams house was private.’

Only Three Bidders. 


Washington, November 2.—Bids were 
opened at the navy department today 
for the construction of eight sub- 
rgarine torpedo boats, for which. con- 
gress has appropriated $3,500,000. 
There were three bidders—the Electric 
Boat Company, of Quincy, Mass.; the 
Lake Torpedo Boat Company, Bath, 
Me.. and the American Laurenti Com- 
pany, of Philadelphia. 

The Electric Boat Company bid for 
both boats of 4385 tons displacement, 
from $414,000 to $444,000, according to 
the class and number of boats pullt ‘on 
the Pacific coast. For constructing the 
same boats on the Pacific coast, their 
prices range from $446, 000 to $461,000. 
For a boat of 376 tons displacement, 
their price ranges from $360,000 to 
$3,90,000, and for.the same boats con- 
structed on the Pacific coast, from 
$388,000 to $400,000. The Lake Torpedo 
Boat Company bid on boats of 518 tons 
displacement from $435,000 to $460,000; 
the same boats built on the Pacific 
coast being from $482,800 to $500,000. 
On Vessels of 410 tons displacement the 
price was from $382,800 to %410,000, 
built on the Atlantic, and from $425,000 
to $455,000 built on the Pacific coast.
